Are the Second and Third Angels Ready to 
Blow Their Trumpets Amid Russia’s Nuclear

* Second Trumpet: Revelation 8:8-9 (ESV): "The second angel blew his trumpet, and something like a great 
mountain, burning with fire, was thrown into the sea, and a third of the sea became blood. A third of the 
living creatures in the sea died, and a third of the ships were destroyed." 

¢ Third Trumpet: Revelation 8:10-11 (ESV): "The third angel blew his trumpet, and a great star fell from 
heaven, blazing like a torch, and it fell on a third of the rivers and on the springs of water. The name of the 
star is Wormwood. A third of the waters became wormwood, and many people died from the water, 


because it had been made bitter." 
These passages describe events that could be interpreted as the devastating impact of nuclear weapons, 
resulting in widespread destruction and contamination of water sources. 
Historical and Visionary Perspectives 


Historically, the prospect of a third world war involving nuclear weapons has been a subject of grave concern. 
In a separate article discussing Albert Pike's letter, "Was the Third World War Long Planned,and What Does It 


Imply for Christians Today?", we explored the idea that a final, catastrophic war would usher in the Antichrist. 


Pike's letter allegedly outlines a plan for three world wars, culminating in a conflict that could see the use of 
nuclear weapons, aligning with the biblical narrative of escalating 


judgments. 


Aremarkable vision from 1968 by a 90-year-old woman in Valdres, Norway, also aligns with these prophecies. 
She foresaw events leading to World War Ill, describing a nuclear conflict that would render the air 
unbreathable and contaminate water sources, echoing the catastrophic scenarios depicted in Revelation. She 
warned that this war would involve multiple continents and result in widespread devastation, leaving only a 


remnant of humanity. 


Understanding the Current Times 


It is plausible that we are now in the period of the trumpets, with these warnings serving to alert humanity to 


the impending wrath of God. The first trumpet, as discussed in "What Do the Four Horsemen ofthe Apocalypse 


Signify2", appears related to severe weather patterns, while the second and third trumpets seem to denote the 


use of toxic weapons, possibly nuclear in nature. 


The year 2025 is anticipated to mark the beginning of a significant escalation, where Luciferian influences 
might use weather manipulation and nuclear weapons. These events may align with the biblical warnings in 
Revelation, leading to the devastating consequences described in the subsequent seven bowls of God’s 


wrath. 


The catastrophic results of these trumpets extend to the seven bowls of God's wrath, described in Revelation 
16. These bowls represent the culmination of God's judgment on the earth, directly correlating to the 
destruction initiated by the trumpets.

Just as Noah was saved from God's 
wrath by entering the ark, so will Christ rapture His church before the final outpouring of God's judgment. This 
sense of urgency is echoed throughout the Scriptures, urging believers to live wisely and righteously. 1

our lives are firmly rooted in Christ. 
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
